Contractor, Kept Alive by 
Oxygen Administered Through 
Garden’ Hose. 


| Walter Koester, Maplewood build- 
ing contractor, related today at: St. 
Louis Cdunty Hospital his experi- 
ence at the bottom of an 18-foot 
excavation yesterday afternoon 
when sliding earth pinned him un- 


derground for an hour and a haif| 


and for more than a half hour cov- 
ered his head by four féet. Oxy- 
gen administered through a garden 
hose by firemen kept him alive 
while he was being dug out. 
Koester, a strapping young man 
of 28 years who stands 6 ‘feet 3 


inches tall and weighs 220 pounds, | 


grinned happily as he told- his 
story, but said he oped it. never 
would happen again. A few sore 
spots on his body, which he occa- 


'sionally touched tenderly, were the 


only physical effects of his experi- 
ence which remained. 

He had left his home at 2867 
Laclede Station road early in the 
afternoon with his father, John 
Koester, who lives next door, and 
they went to inspect @he excavation 
at Richmond place and Sutton ave- 
nue. It had been dug to the un- 
usual depth of 18 feet about the 
edges, because it was in -filled-in 
ground, and solid earth was sought 
on which to build a foundation for 
a residence, 


He entered the trench along the 
west wall of the excavation and 
found that solid earth had not yet 
been reached. Calling for a 
shovel, he dug for about a half 
hour while his father and three 
workmen bu-ied themselves with 
other tasks. 

“Then I felt the earth begin to 
slip,” Aoester said, “and it pinned 
mein.” The center portion of the 
excavation, the floor of which was 
higher than Koester stood, pushed 
him against the wall. 

“I shouted for help just before it 
covered me, and thréw my right 
arm up to shield my face so that 
the ground would not pack in and 
I could breathe.” Koester related. 
“The first slide covered my face 
with loose earth, but my father 
and the workmen quickly scraped 
this away with their hands. ~ 


“I told them to get me a hose, | 
because I knew that even though | 
some bones were crushed I cor™ | 


live if I could set oxygen. One of 
the workmen got a hose from the 
shed. There was water in it, but 
he held it up to get the water out 
and just before the second slide I 
got the hose in my mouth, hold- 
ing the brass nozzle with my 
teeth.”

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JAPANESE AVIATOR. 
KILLED TESTING PLANE 


Loses Life on-Eve of Proposed 
Trans-Pacific Flight for 
4. $25,000 Prize.

* NEW YORK, March 29.—Capt. 
Y. Nagoya, Japanese fiyer, was 
killed today in the plane which he 
-hoped to pilot across the Pacific 
Ocean for the $25,000 prize offered 
by the Tokio newspaper* Hochi 
Shimbun. : ’ 

The plane, a new Bellanca, de- 
livered only a week ago. dived into 
the water of Mill Basin near 
Floyd Bennett Airport a few mo- 
ments after Nagoya attempted to 
take oft for Newcastle, Del., where 
the Bellanca Co. was to make final 
adjustments. ' 

The plane iéft the ground with 
difficulty, rose feet, hit the 
ground, bounced 200 feet and wert 
into a dive, touched the ground 
again, bounded up again, ahd then 


glided into the water, bursting into 
flames as it struck. 


Hopeful that the aviator might 
have survived his injuries and 
might still be rescued from drown- 
ing, Le Roy Turner of the Nava? 
Reserve leaped fully clothed into 
the icy waters, but was successful 
only in rescuing the body. As he 
approached the floating wreckage, 
the wings and upper structure be- 
came a mass of fire.

John Basel Admits Wound- 
ing Joseph Daleo and 
Killing Joseph Bianco Af- 
ter Families Row. 


John Basel and Joseph Daleo, 
family men, had quarreled. There 
was bitter enmity between them. 
Yesterday afternoon Basel saw Da- 
leo and two other men watching 
him as he laid brick on a building 
at 715 Carr street. He went home, 
got his automatic pistol from the 
bureau drawer, shot and wounded 
Daleo, ran down and killed one of 
his companions. 

The slain man, Joseph Bianco, 
48 years old and the father of six 
children, was known to Basel only 
as “Joe.” According to Daleo, now 
in City Hospital with bullet wounds 
in the neck and leg, Bianco had 
had no part in the quarrel that 
preceded the @hooting, knew noth- 
ing of the petty bickering that led 
to his death. 


Basel, who is 41 and lives at 


‘11025 North BHighth street, was ar- 


rested by policemen at his home a 
few minutes after the shooting and 


readily admitted his part. 


Why They Quarreled. 

*“T got to be friends with Daleo 
when I played my quitar at a 
christening at his home at 1212 
North Ninth street,”’ he told police- 
men. “He wanted to pay me. I 
wouldn’t take any money. So he 
liked me, 

“About three weeks ago my 
daughter, Lena, she’s 15 years old, 
visited Daleo’s house and stayed 
with Mrs. Daleo all night. I didn’t 
like her away from home. I told 
her not to stay there all night any 
more. She wouldn’t mind me. 

“So I told her to stay away from 


This made Daleo 
friends any 


stay away, too. 
mad. We weren't 
more. > 

“Yesterday I saw Daleo with 
two other men across the street 
frem the building where I was 
working. They Kept talking and 
looking up at me. I went home 
and got my pistol. When I got 
back to the job one of the men 
with Daleo started crossing the 
street to the building and going 
back to Daleo again. He did it 
three times. 


They Reached in Pockets. 

“Then they began reaching in 
their pockets. I thought they had 
guns. So I went over. One of the 
men went away before I got there 
but I shot Daleo, and the man with 
him—that was Joe Bianco — 
reached in his pocket. So I shot 
him, too, and then I went home.” 

Daleo told police Basel had been 
angry because Daleo would not con- 
sent to a proposed marriage of Lena 
Basel and his son, John Daleo, 17 
years old. He said he and Bianco 
were simply standing at the corner 
of Seventh and Carr talking about 
the possibility of finding jobs, when 
Basel suddenly appeared and began 
firing on them, 

Basel was followed from the 
building to the attack by his sons, 
Philip and Michael, who tried to 
restrain him. After the shooting 
they fled. A witness to the shoot- 
ing, Michael Sheehan of 1111, North 
Seventh street, told policemen Base) 
cornered Bianco in a narrow open- 
ing between two automobiles before 
shooting him. 

Bianco, shot in the chest and 
almost killed outright, lived at 
3508A St. Louis avenue. He was a 
building trades laborer. 

At an inquest today Basel was 
named as the slayer of Bianco and 
ordered held for action of the grand 
jury.

“To the stark dismemberment of 
China,” he says, “America must 
never give consent, but on no con- 
dition must we be drawn into & 
senselesS War against Japan. Inthe 
long run China and the Chinese 
can take care of themselves. We 
ean give aid by moral and finan- 
cial pressure, not by military ac- 
tion which will repeat the ancient 
madness of pouring out the blood 
of millions of the innocent to vindi- 
eate an abstraction like the honor 
of the flag.” 

Thomas thought the Shanghai 
situation, at the time he wrote, was 
so acute that “not only are its guns 
likely to drown out the prayers of 
the masses for disarmament at 
Geneva, but they may even precipi- 
tate a new world war itself.” 

Thinks Japan Will Quit. 

He finds evidences, however, that 
Japan’s domestic finances are in 
bad shape and that its forces may 
have to draw back. 

Thomas weighs Tammany’s con- 
trol in New York City and con- 
cludes that Tammany may now 
and then be temporarily defeated 
because it gets careless, but that it 
will not be permanéntly defeated 
until the people of New York have 
a new conception of city govern- 
ment, its impoftamce and possible 
advantages.

IN INDUSTRIAL OUTPUT . 


Magazine Declares Only U. 5S. 
Leads Soviet in Nation- 
al Income.

W_YORK, March 29.—Russia 
is ranked by the Economic Review 
of the Seviet Union, published by 
the Amtorg Trading Corporation, as 
second only to the United States in 
volume of industrial output and 
national income. — 

Op the basis of data issued by 


the German Economic Research Ine 
stitute, the magazine says, the Sove 
iet Union has advanced since 1928 
from fifth place among the nations 


. tin industrial output to second place, 


passing Germany, France and 
Great Britain. 

Russia's national income in 1931 
was placed at 37.8 billion rubles in 
1926-27 prices, or at 25.6 billion 
rubles in pre-war prices (nominally 
$12,750,000,000), estimated as neare 
ly double the 1913 figure and in exe 
ceas of the pre-crisis figure in Gere 
many, France and Great Britain. 

“By the end of 1931,” the afe 
ticle says, “the Seviet Union held 
first place as regards output of 
timber and peat, second in the pro- 
duction of oil and agricultural mae 
chinery, third place for pig iron 
and the machine-bulilding industry 
and fourth place in coal, steel and 
electrical products, 

“Since 1922, when Soviet indus- 
try began to recover from the ef- 
fects of the years of war and inter- 
vention, industrial output has re- 
corded steady and rapid gains. The 
pre-war volume of production was 
reached in 1926-27 and was more 
than doubled by 1930. In 1931 pro- 
duction was two and one-half times 
the pre-war volume and 12% times 
the 1922 output, while’for many in-

It is estimated that one man will 
be able to handle four linotype ma- 
chines after installation of the new 
attachment. His duties will be to 
insert copy, unload type and keep 
the machine in repair as the com- 
posing room machinist does now.

Returning to School After

FRANKFORT, Ky.. March 29.— 


A group of 70 Eastern college stu- 


dents today headed home whence 
they came last Friday to make a 
sociological survey of the troubled 
Southeastern Kentucky coal fields. 

Their Easter holidays ended, the 
students boarded their two special 
busses here this morning with the 
announced intention of getting 
back to class work once more. 

Defeated in their intention 
visit mining camps in Harlan and 
Bell Counties, where labor trou- 
blés last year resulted in numerous 
deaths and where the students said 
a “reign of terror” existed, they 
succeeded in. telling to Gov. Ruby 
Laffoon of Kentucky and Gov. 
Henry Horton of Tennessee their 
story of alleged mistreatment by 
Tennessee and Kentucky of?icers. 

Courts Their Only Recourse. 

After listening to statements by 
delegations of the students, both 
Governors told them there was 
nothing they. as chief executives of 
the states. could do about their 
eases and that the only recourse 
for their alleged mistreament was 
with the courts. 

Visiting Horton vesterday morne- 
ing after traveling from Knoxville, 
the students continued into Ken- 
tucky, arriving at Frankfort last 
night by way of Louisville. Laffoon 
received their spokesman. in his 
private office in the presence of 
State officials and newspaper men. 
After listening to their’ state- 
ments that they were treated 


harshly, that several of their group 
had been injured and that their 
constitutional rights had been de- 
nied by officers who turned them 
back three times at the Bell County 
line, the Governor told them they 
were “applying to the wrong per- 
son.” 

“T do not even have authority to

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In Which Mr. Garrett Is Answered, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
W ITH German reparations about to 


be reconsidered at Lausanne this 
of war debts seem to have begun laying 
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June, foes of American modification 
down another barrage of pro nda. 
Prominent among their heavy guns is 
Garet Garrett. In the Saturday Evening 
Post, he has an elaborate article giving 
his reasons why war debts should net be 

nceled, 
 seeidianiastl of these debts boils down to 
the transfer of goods. They can be paid 
only in goods, gold or services. All the 
monetary gold in the world would not 
pay half the foreign debts owing to us. 
Services, such as shipping, would only 
injure our own firms rendering the same 
services. So, finally, these debts will be 
paid by the amount of goods which Eu- 
rope sends to us above the amount she 
buys—the net surplus balance, if there 
is any, in other words. And our tariff 
policy certainly proclaims the fact that 
we do not want these foreign goods. Be- 
sides, such an effort by our debtors to 
pay by exports of wheat, for example, 
would cut deeply into our own exports. 

But along comes Mr. Garrett, who 
blithely announces that the debts CAN 
be paid in goods! How? Why, by giving 
us goods we do not raise or make our- 
selves, such as coffee, rubber, tea, jute, 
etc. Look at Britain, he says, with a 
big credit in New York, which she gets 
from Brazil every year in return for 
selling that country manufactured goods. 
It is a coffee credit, and Britain uses it 
for the purchase of Brazilian coffee. Just 
let Britain transfer that credit to the 
United States in payment of her war 
debt, and WE would get the coffee. Just 
like that!

Mr. Garrett must be aware of the fact 

that this coffee credit and the coffee it

In a letter 
to the New York Times, Frederick A. Delano, formerly 
a member of the Federal Reserve Board and long 
a major figure in the transportation industry, sub- 
mitted the conclusions of “seven men of mature years 
and considerable experience with regard to the way 
out of the economic chaos.” Their judgment was 
that the Government’s expenses must be put back 
to where they were 10 years ago, that a 5 or 10 
per cent reduction will not suffice. 

It may be objected that expert opinion does not 
command uw respectful hearing in official Washington.

ESTATE OF EDGAR SPEYER, 
BANKER, LEFT TO WIDOW 


Former Member of Britsih Privy 
«, Council Came to New York After 
; Giving Up Baronetry. 
By the Associated Presa, 
NE YORK, March 29.—Edgar 


Speyer, international banker and 
former membér of the Privy Couwn- 
cil of Great Britain, left his entire 
estate to his widow, Mrs. Leonora 
Speyer.

Three-quarters of the budget is err. 
ed to pay the expense of past wars, and! 
preparation: for possible future wars. All 
other services are costing about a billion 
dollars. But that figure is five times what 
it was in 1916, 
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will Buy belong to private British firms 
and individuals; that it was private Brit- 
ish interests who sold the goods in Brazil 
that purchased that credit—not the Brit- 
ish Government, which owes us the war 
debt. Has Mr. Garrett so far renounced 
his allegiance to capitalism that he would 
advocate a government paying its public 
debt with private property? I doubt it. 
Does he not realize that this credit would 
then go to our Federal Government, 
which is creditor for the war debt; that 
the Federal Government would then have 
to sell the coffee in the open -narket? 
That the same would be true for similar 
goods from other debtor governments? 
Has Mr. Garrett become a convert to 
government in business on a national 
scale—like Russia? I doubt that, too. 

Or does he think it will tonic interna- 
tional business if the British and other 
indebted European governmients could be 
persuaded to ruin their export and im- 
port trade by imposing a heavy tax on 
such credit balances held by their com- 
mercial firms abroad—in a manner re- 
sembling confiscation? I should think 
the 40 per cent decline in our foreign 
trade is quite bad enough already, with- 
out wiping out the credit remaining to 
our best customers. 

But Mr. Garrett still has another trick 
up his sleeve. He insists that the an- 
nuities, or yearly payments, our war 
debtors must make to us are, after all, 
mere trifles when compared to their 
total national income, total foreign trade 
or total foreign investments. To prove 
it, he points out the war debt annuities 
paid by Britain form but .94 per cent of 
her national income; for France, 1.47 
per cent; for Italy, .97 per cent, and for 
Belgium, .8 per cent. A mere trifle!

But Mr. Garrett has again failed to tel 
the whole story. We need not quibble 
over the fact that he does not say what 
years this national income is based updn 
— 1929 or 1931. But he does fail to ex- 
plain that this national income does not 
represent the public wealth of the na- 
tional governments concerned. By far 
the largest majority of it is private prop- 
erty. The same holds true for foreign 
trade and investments. Only a small part 

“of any national income represents cash— 
much of it is in banking and commercial 
credits and capital value of goods. Just 
how could Mr. Garrett arrange the trans- | 
fer of these credits, goods and capital to 
the United States Treasury in an accept- 
able form? Not like the coffee, let us 
hope! 

What sane man will admit with Mr. 
Garrett that Europe is today flourishing; 
that her “poverty is either political or 
imaginary”? The indices of national pro- 
duction of European nations, which he 
parades before our eyes, fail to hypno- 
tize, since they stop at 1929! “They 
would be,” he thinks, “somewhat differ- 
ent now in a world-wide dep on, but 
abnormally different. The depression is 
abnormal.” Indeed! Could we induce 

' Mr. Garrett to believe that there is even 
@ remote connection between this. very, 
very abnormal! depression, and abnormal 
debts arising from the purchase of goods, 
which were biown to bits on the battle.

Nor can one see any reason why its de- 
velopmeént should not continue and indeed 
receive an impetus from the Lindbergh 
case. When the kidnapers of Col. Lind- 
bergh’s baby have been able successfully to 
évade the police, though that force must 
have been put on its mettle by widespread 
public indignation, it is likely that less am- 
bitious kidnapers will be encouraged to ex- 
tend their activities. 

It is possible, however, that the spectacle 
of a distinguished American citizen turning 
in despair from the recognized forces of 
the state to two acknowledged criminals for_ 
help may bring home to the people of the 
United States the seriousness of the gang- 
ster problem. Such a situation means that 
the most elementary conditions of a civilized 
state are not present in America. It means 
that the criminal element in America is so 
strong that property, even life, cannot be 
safeguarded by the state, and that to be 
secure a citizen must make terms with the 
underworld. 


T goes without saying that everyone 

- Ssympathizés profoundly with Col. and 

Mrs. Lindbergh in the loss of their baby 
and hopes that the child will be safely re- 
stored to its parents and that the monsters 
who stole it will be brought to justice and 
adequately punished. Kidnaping people and 
holding them for ransom is not a new thing 
in the United States. The case of Col. 
Lindbergh's baby has received tremendous 
publicity because Col. Lindbergh is a fa- 
mous person, but similar cases, often not 
even reported to the police but settled pri- 
vately, are happening all the time. 

Kidnaping is a recognized racket, and 
the police are as little able to deal with it 
as with any other racket. Col. Lindbergh, 
déspairing of the efforts of the police to 
recover his baby, has called in two eminent 
gangsters to help. One of these, it appears, 
is himself a father. ~He has announced that 
he will do everything in his power to re- 
store the Lindbergh baby to its parents 
because he understands so well what their 
feelings must be. 

Up to now the gangsters have been no 
more successful than the police; and though 
Col. Lindbergh has offered to pay up and 
ask no questions, and though clergymen 
have come forward. and offered their 
churches as a sanctuary wherein the ex- 
change of baby for ransom might take place 
without danger to the kidnapers, and 
though President Hoover has interested 
himself in the affair, the baby has still not 

~ been found. 

It may seem in this country almost in- 
credible that in a civilized community crime 
should be so well organized, so established, 
that the criminal is able to carry on such 
practices as kidnaping the babies of dis- 
tinguished persons with impunity; but it 
has long been apparent that in the United 
States the machinéry for preserving law and 
order was dangerously near to breaking 
down completely. 

' e e * 

The famous gangster, Al Capone, now un- 
der sentence for having falsified his income 
tax returns, is reported on one occasion to 
have described his profeasion as ‘“‘big busi- 
ness without the tall hat.” In the sense 
that a gangster employs all the methods of 
big business to extort from the community 
a toll to which he is not legally entitled, 
the description has a cértain aptness. And 
it Was natural that, having realized how 
easy it was to make legitimate enterprises 
pay for immunity from the wunderworld’s 
attentions, he should turn to kidnaping as 
another lucrative means of preying upon 
society. 

A highly organized underworld provided 
many hiding places, the knowledge that the 
police were both incompetent and corrupt 
made the rélatives of kidnaped millionaires 
réady to pay What was demanded of them 
without serious protest, and the risk in- 
volved of detection and punishment was as 
small as in any other branch of the gang- 
ster’s activities. It became necessary for 
wealthy men ‘to travel with a bodyguard 
and for Hollywood stars to post sentries 
outside their houses; and though the more 
eminent gangsters tended to disparage kid-

ONE WOMAN’S STORY. 

Hopes and frustrations, then more hopes and more 
frustrations, and now after almost 20 years of bitter 
grappling with a ruthless nature on the barren Mon- 
tana plain, still more hopes. That is the story of | 
Mrs. Pearl Danniel, which she herself told in the 
magazine section, of Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. From 
Marion County, Mo., she, her husband and a smal] 
band of home-seeking pilgrims went out to the 
Northwest to make flax and beets grow where 
none had grown before. Weasels ate their chickens; 
they had to eat the turkeys and pigs to keep them- 
selves and the turkeys and pigs, as well, from starv- 
ing. The flour gave out. A sage hen or a rabbit for 
a meal in the sod house made it a red letter day. 
In drouth and in blizzard,\death stalked through. 
Others gave up in discougagement. Today the in- 
domitable Mrs. Danniel, 18 miles from the nearest 
store, watches her range horses as they paw the 
snow for something to eat, and contemplates the 
grim specter of final defeat. Those who missed her 
straightforward human document will do well te 
look it up. Hers is a story that would bear telling 
at greater length.

Why maintain a lot of de 
partmental and independent bureaus chiefly 
for the sake of jobholders? Congress hes 
begun to inquire into the necessity of many 
of them; it should make the scrutiny hard 
and earnest, since they are its qreatonties 

Let Congress see that we get our mone 
worth for every dollar we pay; and where 
we are not getting it, let the appropriation 
be eliminatéd, no matter whose head falls 
into the basket. 
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By calling in the aid of gangsters, Col. 
Lindbergh has admitted that he has no 
faith in the power of the state either to 
restore his child to him or to punish those 
who kidnaped it: by offering to pay the 
ransom demanded of -him he has admitted 
that the underworld is too powerful to be 
resisted. One is familiar with this kind of 
thing in China. It provided the pretext 
for a Japanese invasion. But it has not 
hitherto existed in a country that is 
equipped with all the plant:of civilization. 

The gangster is often presented as a fig- 
ure of fun; he is often presented senti- 
mentally as a kind of twentieth century 
Robin Hood; actually he is &@ serious men- 
ace to the very foundations of American 
civilization. His wealth and his power and 
his influence are steadily growing. He can 
hold a baby to ransom, supply liquor abun- 
dantly, levy a tax on industry, make him- 
self felt. politically and generally bring the 
whole system of American justice into con- 
tempt. 

His weapons are intimidation and bribery; 
his greatest asset is the indifference— 
worse, the sentimentality—of public opin- 
ion in the United States in regard to his 
activities. He is a curious and a dangerous 
product of the new industfialism. He uses 
‘all the resources of the new industrialism 
to war against society. He has the character 
of the brigand and the intelligence and un- 
scrupulousness of big business. Some time 
it will be necessary for civilized América to 
fight him, and the longér the fight is de- 
layed the more hazardous it is likely to be. 


WHAT DISARMAMENT MEANS.

HE wars with which we are faced in 

the world of today are not military 

alone; they are economic and financial 
as well. The economic nationalism that 
closes the frontiers of trade and raises bar- 
ricades against commerce has brought us — 
to our present plight. We need, in fact, 
new rules for economic transactions as much 
as new rules for political transactions, The 
whole complicated, interlocked problem 
must now be tackled with redoubled energy, 
and that is what disarmament really means.

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PROSPERITY AND THE HOME. 

Famous in classical lore is the oracle of Delphi. 
Its priestess foretold the future with unerring 
prophecy; but as she spoke in ambiguous words, the 
actual events were often far different from what the 
eager listeners had expected. 

The aftermath of a recent prophecy in American 
politics recalls these ambiguities of Delphi. In 1928 
Mr. Hoover and his supporters pictured themselves 
not only as the guardians of prosperity, but also as 
the patrons of the American bome. Speeches and 
campaign literature were filled with solicitude for 
this institution of our fathers, which the Grand Old 
Party. pledged itself to preserve and dignify. 

As to prosperity—if one cannot say kind words 
of the departed, silence is better. But in the Ameri- 
can home let us present the most famous comeback 
of the current season. In adversity it has come into 
its own, belying the croakings of those who had rele- 
gated it to the museum of history. Social workers 
testify to the family unity engendered by economic 
distress. With salaries slashed and dividend checks 
fading, millions have substituted a friendly game of 
bridge for the theater party, and have made the open 
fire and a popper full of corn do service for the night 
club. Flaming youths with empty pockets now gather 
around the old piano, where formerly they were 
burning up the roads or filling the coffers of the local 
speakeasy. Though stern necessity has driven us to 
find solace in the home, many have discovered that 
it really is a pretty good place. We venture to sug 
gest that it has acquired a new prestige that will 
survive the day when we suddenly turn the right

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LARGESS FROM THE KING.

It is in baseball, however, that 
we find the most astonishing 
changes with respect to the age 
of retirement.

Big Four’s Average Age 42. 


E most remarkable exam- 


ples of survival in the base- 
ball world today are four spit- 
ball pitchers. Apparently this 
form of delivery is the easiest of 
all on the athlete, and yet 
it has been abolished in so far 
as barring new pitchers with this 
style of delivery. 

These four survivors of the old 
moist. curve school are Jack 
Quinn, who will pitch for the 
Dodgers this year and who, al- 
though he is approaching his 
forty-seventh year, received a 
Salary increase in appreciation 
of his work; Clarence Mitchell. 
the only left-handed spitball 
pitcher in the game, who is 41 
years old but will be on the hill 
for the Giants this year: Red Fa- 
ber of the White Sox. who has 
held his own although he will be 
44 years old before the present 
season-ends; and Burleigh Grimes 
of the Cubs who, although 38 
years old, was the hero of the 
last world series and really won 
the world title for the Cardinals. 

These four pitchers, with an 
average age of 42, are still ef- 
fective and at least three of them 
will be far more important fac- 
tors for their teams this year, in 
all probability,

G year-old French actress and

Deliberately she made plans to 
meet him, plans which culminated 
in an association between the ac- 
tress and the poet that lasted 20 
years; that ended only when he dis- 
carded her and married a woman 
who had lived with them for eight 
years as a protege. 

Of that first meeting, Mme. Le- 
blanc relates in her book, “Souve- 
inirs,” published by E. P. Dutton & 
| Co., Inc., that she had arrayed her- 
‘self “in a costume highly .Meljsan- 
|desque and harmoniously absurd, 
'On my forehead blazed brighter 
'than ever the diamond which had 
‘already scandalized Brussels. Like 
wood shavings, my hair quivered in 
'curls about my head and my trail- 
ing gown of gold-flowered velvet 
prelonged my person indefinitely.

Diseases of Civilization 
HERE are many diseases which 
can with justice be charged to 
civilization. 

All the illness that is engendered 
by overcrowding, by living in dark 
and insanitary tenements and all 
the industrial diseases are indeed 
due to the manner of living which, 
without conscious humor, we call 
civilized. 

There is, however, another group 
of diseases which are due to a4 
more fundamental! aspect of civil- 
ization. 

These diseases, as Crile says, 
are produced by the characteristic- 
ally human organ, the brain, for, 
“It is characteristic of civilized 
man that his life is projected, on 
rational lines, that it is full of work 
and worry as compared with that 
of the lower races of men and the 
lower animals.” 

Civilized man hag many diseases 
in common with primitive man and 
lower animals. 

Among these are hyperthyroid- 
ism, disturbances of the circulatory 
system, peptic ulcer and diabetes. 

These diseases, as has been ob- 
served by many physicians over 
many years, are found most com- 
monly among the most active, most 
striving, most worrying men and 
women. 

It appears that the prain and 
central nervous system, together 
with the sympathetic nervous sys- 
tem and certain of the glands of 
internal secretion, notably the su- 
prarenals and the thyroid, impose 
a G@riving burden upon the body 
greater than it can sustain. 

The result is that in time the 
body breaks down, and this form 
of breakdown is seen in hyperthy- 
roidism, disturbances in circula- 
tion, diabetes, peptic ulcer and a 


host of other conditions.
